The Ohio man was once, and not very
long ugo, n powerful factor in national
wifairs, but he appears to huve entirely
lost his grasp., At any rate, the presenl
wdministration seoms disposed to got
along without him, With the exception
of the appointment of Mr. Hulstead, no
citizon of Ohlo has received prefermont
for any important position from Presi-
dent Havrison, unless the ofllce of seo-
opd nssistant pueitm:mluI'-u-ruut‘al e
clussed as important. This i3 not due
to the fact thnt Olhio men have
beer  less  modest than  usunl
in  urgiuy their claims to con-
sideration. They bave heen quite us
wrdent in seeking office as those of
othor states. The explanation lies in
the fact that the factional confliet in
Ohio has made it necessary for the ad-
ministration, both for (8 own peace
and as e suggestion to harmony in that
state, to iguore the claims of both fac-
tlons, It uwppoars that the politiclans

are bogiunlog to worry over the sltu-
ation, whioh shows the wisdom of the
wdminlstration’s course, for only in

this way oan they be brought 1o

mako peace with each other. If
they ocan be forced to harmon-
ize there it overy reason to believe tho
administration will give Ohio all the
rocognition she onn reasonnbly claim,
but harmony thero must be. It is os-
sentinl not only in order to provent any
issue between the administeation and
any element of the party in Ohio, but it
is ubsolutely necessary to enable the re-
publicnns of that state to win in the
election of naxt fall, which wili be an
extremely important contest, involving
the eloction of a UTnited States senntor
to succeed Senntor Payne, The repub-
licans of Ohlo are making a very sori=
ous mistake in quarreling among them-
selves, and the disciplinary poliey of
the administeation regarding them is
eminently wise,
